This action is responsive to the amendment filed 5/312007 and RCE filed 05-10-2007, 
which has been entered. Claim 3 is allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to anticipate or render obvious the combination of a transfer guide, and most 
significantly requires a travel limiting guide pressing on the inner circumferential side of 
the chain and the roller such that the chain and the rollers are positioned to enter the 
sprocket and the transfer guide, and a curved track which includes an outer guide for 
engaging the inner circumferential side of the rollers, wherein the curved track is formed 
by two continuous arc-shaped curves, and, the arc-shaped curves have a common 
inflection point.
